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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The remarks filed 9 May 2006 have been entered and made of record; Claims 
41-50 have been cancelled and claims 96-107 have been added. Therefore claims 23- 
40 and 51-107 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments (see page 18), filed 9 May 2006, with respect to claims 
64-95 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The double patenting rejection of 
these claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Terminal disclaimers have been filed to overcome the double patenting rejections 
of claims 23-40 and 64-107. Reasons for allowance of these claims is included 
in the prosecution history of application 09/132,633, now patent 6,667,494, and 
application 09/540,357, now patent 6,597,014. 

The closest prior art also does not anticipate a semiconductor device with the 
limitations of claims 51-63, specifically: 

None of Miyanaga (US 5,705,829), Miyasaka (US 6,808,965), and Nakano (US 
5,982,462) disclose a floating gate provided adjacent to an active layer with a 
gate insulating film therebetween, wherein the mobility of said semiconductor 
device is 100 to 300 cm 2 /Vs, and wherein the active layer has a thickness of 10 
to 100 nm. The closest prior art also fails to disclose wherein an insulating film 
comprising an organic resin is provided over said floating gate to provide a 
leveled upper surface
